Total arrivals in August 1997 were 13% lower than in the previous month but were 5% 


higher than in August 1996. 


The number of Western Australian residents returning from short-term visits overseas 
fell by 9% from the previous month to 33,362 persons. However, this was a 17% 
increase over August 1996. The number of overseas visitors arriving in Western 
Australia for short-term visits also decreased by 13% from July 1907 and by 7% since 
August 1996. 


The number of residents returning to Western Australia in August 1997 after a 
long-term stay overseas decreased by 11% from the previous month but increased 
slightly by 3% over the August 1996 report. After the July 97 increase in arrivals of 
long-term overseas visitors, their numbers clecreased by 67% although there was a 38% 


inercase over the same time the previous year. 


Total departures in August 1997 fell by 7% from the previous month and were 10% 
higher than in August 1996, 


‘The number of short-term departures of Western Australian residents fell by 17% on 
July 1997, although there was a 20% increase on August 1996 figures, Short-term 
departures of overseas visitors rose by 10% from July 1997. The number of long-term 
departures of overseas visitors almost halved since the previous month although the 
long-term departures of Western Australians fell by only 2% over the same time.

There were 19,589 short-term departures of Western Australian residents for holidays 
abroad in August 1997. This was 5,517 residents or 22% less than departed in July 1997 


and 3,509 residents more than in August 1996. 


For August 1997, only one country, Singapore, recorded an increase in the number of 
Western Australian short-term holidaymakers. Of the other popular holiday destinations 
for Western Australians, Malaysia reported the greatest decrease (97%) in the proportion 


of holidaymakers visiting since July 1997. 


Singapore, closely followed by the United Kingdom and Ireland were the favoured 
short-term holiday destinations for Western Australian residents . Of the total of 19,589 
departures for August 1997, 2,271 persons (12%) chose Singapore and 2.235 people 


(11%) chose the United Kingdom and Ireland as their holdiay destination. 


Compared to August 1996, departures of holidaymakers increased by 22% overall, with 
only Thailand recording a 31% decrease in the number of short term visitors from 


Western Australian.
